2 Pulitzer Prizes Given for Kent State ShootingCoverage 


NEW YORK (AP) - Two Pul- 


itzer prizes have been awarded 
for coverage of the Kent State 
University campus tragedy in 
which Ohio National Guardsmen 
killed four students and wound- 
ed nine others a year ago today. 


The staff of the Akron, Ohio, 


Beacon Journal won the general 
local reporting award Monday 
for its work in piecing together 
the story of the shootings under 
deadline pressure. 


John Paul Fib, 22, won the 


spot photography award for his 
widely published picture of a 
distraught girl kneeling over the 
body of one of the slain stu- 
dents. 


In the arts, the 1971 Pulitzer 


prize for drama went to Paul 
ZindePs "The Effect of Gamma 
Rays on Man-in-the-Moon Mari- 
golds"—the second year in a 
row an off-Broadway play won 
the award. 


No Fiction Prize 


For the first time since 1964 


no fiction prize was awarded. 
The' fiction jurors were reported 
to have offered three different 


candidates for awards: "Mr. 
Sammler's Planet," by Saul 
Bellow; "Losing Battles," by 
Eudora Welty, and "The Wheel 
of Love and Other Stories," by 
Joyce Carol Dates.

The Pulitzer prize for interna- 


tional reporting went to Jimmie 
Lee Hoagland, 31, of the Wash- 
ington Post for reporting on 
South Africa's apartheid sys- 
tem. "It is particularly ratify- 
ing to win on a story off the spot 
news," commented Ben Brad- 
lee, the Post's executive editor. 


William Jones, 31, of the Chi- 


cago Tribune, won the Pulitzer 
prize for special local reporting 
for an investigative series that 
exposed payoffs to police in the 
private ambulance industry. 


Jones, who received news of 


the award while on his way to 
testify in court in another inves- 
tigative case, recalled receiving 
threats in connection with the 
series. "I was forced to move 
my family out of the house for a 


week and I had a sheriff's depu- 
ty assigned to me," he said. 


Second Prize 


Paul Conrad was at work at 


the Los Angeles Times when he 
learned he had won his second 
Pulitzer prize in seven years for 
cartooning. He first won in 1964 
while working for the Denver 
Post. 


Conrad, 47, submitted 10 car- 


toons, one a particularly biting 
comment on the My Lai massa- 
cre. "Paul Conrad's work, often 
harsh, always controversial, is 
social criticism at the gut lev- 
el," said Times editor Nick Wil- 
liams.

The Drug Epidemic in Vietnam 


A committee has returned from a 


study of the drug traffic in Indochina, 
especially that among 
American 


military men stationed there, and the 
findings are chilling. 


Estimates range all the way to 80 per 


cent as to the number of our troops 
stationed there who have tried an illegal 
drug — usually marijuana — at least 
once. But of greater concern is the 
percentage who are hooked on heroin, 
which means a chemical reliance, in 
contrast to what may be only a 
psychological dependence upon pot. 
According to Representative Robert 
Steele, a member of the committee, 
35,000 to 40,000 Americans, roughly 15 to 
20 per cent of those in Vietnam, are 
heroin addicts. 


The United States has tried to reduce 


the nearly epidemic proportions of the 
drug-taking by ottering amnesty to 
members of the armed forces who 
voluntarily admit their condition and 
who seek help and withdrawal. But 
treatment facilities are inadequate. And 
while various surveys have shown that 
few Americans smoke reefers before 
going into combat, the same conclusions 
cannot be drawn about the heroin addict 
who desperately needs a fix regularly 
whatever his military orders may be. 


Many in this country may jump to the 


conclusion that the drugs originate in 
mainland China and it's all part of plot to 
undermine our armed forces. But the 
committee found that there is a triangle 
of Southeast Asia involved and that the 
drugs come primarily from Laos, 
Thailand and Hong Kong. This has 


meant that there is less to ship overseas 
as had been done previously — the 
harvesting of opium is commonplace in 
Southeast Asia as in Turkey — but it also 
means that roadside stands in Vietnam 
are set up with the expressed purpose of 
selling almost pure heroin to American 
G.I.s It's obvious there is collusion 
with some high-ranking Vietnamese 
officials and perhaps some Americans 
are also getting a cut of the profits. 


The success of the traffic indicates 


the boredom, frustration and disillusion 
ol many American troops in Vietnam. 
But the dangers do not stop with tiie 
harm to the individual soldier or what 
must be his lack of effectiveness and 
efficiency in the role he must play in 
Vietnam. Over there a heroin addict 
may support his habit on about $8 a day. 
Back in the United States it will cost $80. 
Already our drug treatment facilities 
are crowded. The great majority of 
"cured"' addicts return to drugs within a 
year ot release. The possibilities of high 
unemployment rates, of opposition to the 
war which sometimes manifests itself in 
rejection of those who had to fight it, the 
racial prejudices which have hardened 
rather than abated in many areas, the 
very difficulties of adjusting to civilian 
life from the military, all can contribute 
to a continued use of hard drugs or an 
escape from bitter realities. 


The facts are in. The nation should 


not be caught unaware as the war is cut 
back and more and more American 
troops come home. The drug problems 
we have on our campuses and in our 
urban ghettoes may be nothing com- 
pared to what is coming. 


Name-Calling Can Hurt 


Sticks and stones may break your 


bones, but names may hurt, too, 
especially if a judge finds out you used 
those names about a police officer. 


That's what an Ohio youth discovered 


after he happened by a policeman filling 
out a speeding ticket and called him a 
pig. He was charged with abusing a 
police officer. The youth pleaded no 
contest, was 
fined $100, given a 


suspended 30-day sentence in the 
workhouse and sentenced to spend three 
hours in a pigpen. The judge said the 
pigpen stay was so that the youth 
"should be able to distinguish, with no 
doubt in his mind, the difference be- 
tween a pig and a police officer.'1 


The judge's idea contains parts of the 


practical as well as the whimsical. 
Name-calling in our polarized society 
will get us precisely nowhere. The use of 
the word "pig" to describe policemen is 
one example. But there are others, like 
"nigger" for blacks, "lazy, no good 
hippy" for persons with long hair or 
beards, or "drunken Indian" for the first 
settlers on this continent. 


Such derogatory and blanket labels 


may give us a sense of superiority when 
we use them. They let us blame someone 
else for our troubles. They try to excuse 
us from the inexcusable obligation of 
learning to know others as persons, not 
as stereotypes. 


Funny Business in Madison 


The reversal of the decision of the 


Wisconsin State Building Commission on 
the question of authorizing an extension 
of state bonding for the financing of 
recreation and physical 
education 


facilities at the University of Wisconsin- 
Green Bay and the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee by means of a 
secret mail ballot ot its members was an 
unfortunate,, unworthy, tricky and very 
possibly an illegal bit of business at 
Madison. 


The very spirit of the Wisconsin anti- 


secrecy law ought to limit mail balloting 
on such questions to issues of clear and 
present emergency. The appearance of 
conniving and stealth that was here 
presented is aggravated by the fact that 
the same commission a few days before 
had rejected these plans, and a similar 
plan for Wisconsin State University at 
Oshkosh. with members acting for the 
public record in an open meeting with 
free discussion and with reporters as 
representatives of the public listening 
and relaying the actions. 


The irregularity is made the more 


glaring, if that is possible, by the fact- 
that the secret and unannounced mail 
ballot failed to reverse the decision 
openly made earlier with respect to 
Oshkosh. Sen. Steinhilber of Oshkosh has 
denounced these proceedings, as he had 
every right to do on principle. But no 
doubt here he had a more exigent 
reason, since he is a Republican and 
Democrats were prominently involved 


in the espousal of the 
project 


authorizations endorsed in the second 
and non-public proceeding^ 


We are especially disappointed about 


the ambiguous position, and worse, in 
which Gov. Lucey as the chairman of the 
commission finds himself. 


Mr. Lucey heads a Wisconsin 


political party that has had a strong 
posture on issues of secrecy in govern- 
mental business. Yet now it turns out 
that almost before the minutes of the 
public meeting of the commission had 
been written by its secretary, 
the 


governor was assuring officials of the 
Green Bay UW campus that they would 
have their project in spite of the negative 
vote then on the record. Mr. Lucey in the 
earlier proceedings supported the op- 
position to the several bonding proposals 
upon the advice of his commissioner of 
administration, Mr. Nusbaum. 


The incident was noted by our chief 


Madison correspondent, who after 
consultations with 
administration 


representatives, concluded that the 
record suggested a desire by the Lucey 
regime to impose a "hold down " on 
state debt accumulation, and thereupon 
wrote two succeeding commentaries on 
this significant news as borne out by the 
record.

The one house legislature 


(or unicameral as the more 
pretentious of the critics 
prefer to call it) is one of the 
great lost causes of Wisconsin 
politics, if indeed the idea ever 
had enough interest or support 
"hereabouts to call it "l«t." 


A perusal of the record over 


the last 30 or 40 years will find 
repeated presentations of the 
one-house proposition, and 
quick defeats, either through 
ignoring of the proposition, 
altogether or by routine 
rejection in one house or the 
other preceded by lack of 
public response to the cause 
that Lipscomb has persuaded 
himself is a popular one. 


The conclusion of the typical 


politician and legislator, 
therefore, that the people have 
far more worries and more 
immediate interests than the 
theoretical 
or 
claimed 


superiority of a legislature of 
smaller numerical dimensions 
may be accurate enough. 


But nobody who has a 


substantial acquaintance with 
the political process can be 
unaware that there are also 
affirmative reasons for the 
failure of the plan, as in the 
wisdom of the checks and 
balances idea. 


Repeatedly, one house of the 


Wisconsin Legislature, and 
perhaps 
any 
American 


legislature, 
rejects 
a 


proposition that has been 
approved in another. The 
presumption that one house is 
adequate 
includes 
the 


presumption that one house 
does not make mistakes and 
that speed is a positive virtue 
in lawmaking, something that 
cautious 
and 
reflective 


citizens are not likely to en- 
dorse. Indeed, there tends to 
be a correlation between 
expert familiarity with the 
legislative process and a 
desire for more checks and 
balances, which doubtless 
explains why some old hands 
around the Capitol sometimes 
suggest, only half facetiously, 
that a tri-cameral legislature 
may 
contain 
desirable 


protections. 


Savings Are Tiny 


Lipscomb believes that the 


people can be persuaded that 
a 
smaller 
one-house 


legislative branch will mean 
"huge savings for the tax- 
payers." 


Here is one of the illusions 


propagated by the once-over- 
lightly 
critics 
of 
the 


legislature and the legislative 
process on all levels. 


Even if the Lipscomb 


magnum 
opus 
becomes 


reality — which is among the 
least likely of the possibilities 
of the times — no realist will 
dare to assume that it will 
save money. Even in the most 
romantic 
estimate 
of 


economies, they will be 
minute as against the enor- 
mous costs of the 
ad- 


ministrative 
establishment 


Indeed if half a dozen Lip- 
scombs expended as much 
energy scrutinizing the state 
budget as a whole as the young 
Milwaukee politician has 
devoted to his unicameral 
hobby horse, they would come 
up with 10 or 20 times as much 
in potential economies and, 
conceivably, perceptible gains 
to constituents in reduced tax 
liability. 


The habitual adjectives for 


political viewpoints have 
mostly lost validity. Yet it is 
puzzling to observe a young 
politician who wears the label 
of a liberal Democrat so 
eagerly attacking the private 
citizen's only direct ac- 
countable agent in a govern- 
mental structure so swiftly 
growing in size, power and 
cost.

Buddhists and Catholics who 


are opposed to the war. 


She said that the conference 


members began on the prem- 
ise that those they were 
talking with were honest and 
had integrity. Though every- 
one involved had to weigh 
truth from propaganda, Mrs. 
Boettcher said, "All parties 
not on our side are just as 
worthy of belief as those on 
our side." 


According to Mrs. Boettch- 


er. 80 per cent of the Vietna- 
mese people are Buddists who 
refuse to fight

therefore made Vietnamiza- 
tion impossible. When their 
representatives spoke, all said 
they wanted to stop the kill- 
ing, that they want the U.S. 
to withdraw and to take their 
war machines with them. 


The delegates, she contin- 


ued, had a most difficult time 
getting to see the U.S. negoti- 
ators. David Bruce would 
meet with only 12. Since all of 
the members of the Citizens 
Conference had gone to Paris 


to speak with all sides, they 
were disappointed. Those who 
did speak with Bruce, howev- 
er, said he repeated what 
President Nixon has outlined 
in his speeches. 


Bruce w o u l d allow no 


cameras, no tape recorders 
and no note taking, she said. 


Later, through the efforts of

d e p u t y 17. S. negotiators. 
They. too. carried the Nixon 
message. 


She said that everyone with 


the exception of the U. S. and 
Saigon delegates agreed that 
a definite date is the only way 
the killing can be stopped and 
that only after this date can 
negotiations be made for the 
release of prisoners and for 
setting up free elections. 


This was the general con- 


tent of a telegram sent by the 
Citizens Conference to Presi- 
dent Nixon after the meeting.

Evidently in order to

party workers are also asked to 
indicate whether they prefer a 
closed primary, which would 
mean t h a t only ...

All But Green Bay Complex 
UW Lax in Collecting Tuition 


Posi-Cr«sc«nt Madiwn Bureau 


MADISON - Students in the 


Green Bay complex of the 
University of Wisconsin are the 
only ones required to toe the 
line, without exception, in pay- 
ing tuition and fees, according 
to a report released recently 
the Legislative Audit Bureau. 


The bureau that conducts 


ifinancial and operational checks 
on the conduct of business in 
state agencies to assure that 
business is done in a "legal and 
proper" manner reported that 
there is need! for considerable 
improvement, particularly in 
the collection of fees on all the 
campuss of the UW except at 
Green Bay. 


Student fees and tuition are 


normally paid in a lump sum 
before classes start each semes- 
ter. Students registering after 
the beginning of classes are 
expected to pay late registration 
fees in addition to tuition, 


by According to a ruling by the 


UW Board of Regents "In 
hardship cases, chancellors may 
defer payment of part of a 
student's fees up to the mid- 
point of the session." Students 
withdrawing from classes or 
school may receive a portion of 
their tuition as a rebate, up to 
the fourth week of a semester.

as keeping abreast of the latest 
developments in education. 


The idea portion of his job 


comes under the heading of re- 
search and development, an area 
which has four years been short- 


changed because of growing 
economic difficulties but which 
educators believe is critical to a 
system. It's really short and 
long range planning, tying prac- 
ticality and economy with inno- 
vation. 


Can't Be Ignored 


This is an area that industry 


hasn't neglected 
— and the 


board of education decided in 
January that an organization 
responsible for 14,000 youngsters 
and with a $10 million per year 
budget can't ignore anymore. 


Westphal referred to it as the 


"cutting edge of education." 
The values of research and 
development may not show up 
in a year or two, much less in 
three or four months, but they 
should in the long pull.

jy a 30-passenger seat limita- 
tion and a total revenue paylOad 
limitation of 7,500 pounds, in 
line with an Air Wisconsin pro- 
posal. 


Air Wisconsin is an Appleton- 


based commuter airline with 
connection in Wisconsin a n d 
neighboring states. 


The U. S. Department of 


Transportation recently filed a 
brief proposing basically the 
same limitations. 


The Green Bafy chamber and 


Brown County contend that any 
rule changes which would per- 
mit Air Wisconsin to use large 
airplanes would endanger North 
Central Airline service at Green 
Bay and Oshkosh.

Deeper Understanding 


Because of this discovery, al- 


lergy researchers are coming to 
a far deeper understanding of 
just what's going on in the aller- 
gic process, and as a result may 
be able to devise new drugs to 
combat it. 


Dr. Ishizaka, who did his 


work at the Children's Asthma 
Research Institute and Hospital 
in Denver, is now at Johns Hop- 
kins University, with another 
leading researcher, Dr. Law- 
rence M. Lichtenstein. 


"IgE is the antibody that 


causes the disease," Dr. Lich- 
tenstein says. "Ninety-nine per 
cent of allergists are sure it 
causes the vast bulk of allergic 
disease." 


As a result, Dr. Lichtenstein 


lists the two major factors in to- 
day's allergy research: 


—"An understanding of the 


biochemical mechanism of the 
allergic reaction. 


—"And the attendant possibil 


ity of new drugs." 


New Drugs 


"This increasing knowledge,' 


he says, "should lead to the in- 
troduction of new drugs to com' 
bat allergy, and they seem to be 
just over the horizon." 


One drug allergists are look- 


ing at with hope is disodium 
cromogylcate—DSCG—which 
was developed in England ant 
is marketed there as Intal. It 
acts on the antigen-IgE com- 
plex, somehow interfering with 
the production of the chemicals 
that cause the wheezing. 


A committee of the American 


Academy of Allergy has studied 
the drug and reported in Febru- 
ary that it looks useful, espe- 
cially against asthma. It is nol 
yet in use in mis country. 


Other major work in allergy 


research is being done by Dr. K 
Frank Austin at the Harvard 
Medical School, where he has 
worked with another drug, d 
thylcarbamazine, and is looking 
for others of the chemicals in- 
volved in producing allergic 
symptoms. The chemicals are 
called mediators. 


Increasing Dose 


At Johns Hopkins, Dr. Lich- 


tenstein has been studying the 
effectiveness of giving allergy 
patients injections of the irritat- 
ing substance itself in gradually 
increasing doses to build up the 
person's resistance. Though 
time-honored treatment, it is 
controversial, 
time-consuming 


and not fully understood. 


"We' can indeed show," Dr. 


Lichtenstein said, "that the 
shots do have an effect, but a 
rather modest effect, not the 
dramatic improvement claimed 
for them in the past." 


One attempt to improve this 


situation is under way at Hop- 
kins. Dr. 
David G. Marsh 


worked up something called "al- 
lergoids" while at the California 
Institute of Technology. 


"Allergoids" are chemically 


modified allergens, as a toxoid 
is a modified toxin. The chemi- 
cal treatment is intended to de- 
crease the unwanted allergic 
side effects in something like 
rye grass to be used for injec- 
tions. 


Early experiments in the test 


tube and on animals at Hopkin: 
have been encouraging and the 
next step is to see how "aller- 
goids" work in people. 


"They're under trial," Dr. 


Lichtenstein says, "they're yet 
to be proven, but we may know 
something after this grass sea- 
son."

What real 
savings can you achieve by 
switching to m e a t substitutes 
such as baked beans, eggs, 
cheese? Assuming there are 
bargains in these categories, 
how do you find them? 


You will achieve spectacular 


cuts in your food market basket 
if you search out the nutritional 
bargains — those types and cuts 
of meats and meat substitutes 
which offer you the greatest 
possible amounts of protein and 
other key nutrients for each 
dollar you spend for forxL 


What's more, the nutritional 


Bargain is becoming a major 
U.S. goal not only because it 
can save us money but also 
because we are constantly being 
found to be suffering, as a 
nation, from fundamental nutri- 
tional inadequacies. 


So, first, I'll get right to the 


heart of the matter, with this 
table, prepared by the Agricul- 
ture Dept. and comparing per- 
serving costs of various bargain 
meat substitutes versus ham- 
burger. Each item on the list 
gives you comparable amounts 
of protein.

If the price of a dozen extra 


large eggs is less than one-ninth 
above the price of a dozen large 
eggs, the extra large eggs are 
a bargain.

the large ones. 


If the price of a dozen 


medium eggs is less than one- 
seventh above that of small 
eggs, the mediums are the 
bargain.

Third, cheese is not as much 


of a protein bargain as eggs — 
or even hamburger. But, com- 
pared to steaks and chops, 
cheese offers a lot of nutrition 
for relatively little money. 


Therefore, here are five key 


rules on how to get the most for 
your money in this key cate- 
gory: 


—Stick to less-expensive do- 


mestic cheeses; 


—Buy process cheese in place 


of "natural" cheeses, especially 
those marked aged and sharp; 


—Get large chunks of cheese 


rather than more costly sliced 
or grated cheese; 


—Choose pasteurized process 


cheese foods and spreads in- 
stead of plain cheese, although

—Avoid cheese from pres- 


surized cans; obviously you pay 
plenty for this type of package. 


Fourth, don't forget that bar- 


gains in milk — another good 
source of protein — do exist. 


You can, for example, mix 


nonfat dry milk with fresh and 
slash your milk costs. You can 
get your milk at the super- 
market or dairy store rather 
than have it delivered. You can 
buy plain, fresh, whole milk 


instead of more expensive but- 
termilk. You can use less ex- 
pensive evaporated milk for 
cooking. 


If you heed these facts and 


guidelines as you shop for food, 
you will get the most real value 
(in this case nutritional) for the 
fewest dollars and cents.

Psychologist Would Abolish System 


Grades Attacked as Deterrent to Learning 


WAUPACA — The grading 


system was attacked by Ted 
Heldt, school psychologist, as a 
hazard and deterrent to learning 
and a practice he would like to 
see abolished to enable each 
student to follow his own inter- 
est at his own rate and accord- 
ing to his own ability. 


Heldt spoke Monday to 50 


parents and teachers of tKte 
Waupaca PTA at its final meet- 
Ing of the year. His services are 
contracted from CESA 7 and he 
spends Tuesday and Fridays in 
the Waupaca School District. 


He presented some proposals 


for change in Waupaca schools, 
recommendations which he con- 
siders an important part of his 
duties. "I would change not 
allowing children to talk during 
their lunch period and I hate to 
see kids lined up and marching 
all over," he said. 


Demoralizing to Kids 


"Most importantly, I would 


like to see grades abolished, I 
think they are demoralizing to a 
lot of kids. The trouble is that 


we have not come up with a 
reasonable alternative. Under 
the system, we know that by 
the time an underachiever hits 
fourth grade and he is getting 
low grades, he starts goofing off 
when he can't compete. 


"When kids see themselves as 


dumb, they react, and that is a 
bad thing. It does encourage 
failure and it often becomes a 
viscious circle, discouraging the 
child to learn," he added. 


His comments launched an 


audience discussion of the mer- 
its and faults of a grading 
system during a question and 
answer session. 


Supt. Len Brittelli said that 


the grading system is compar- 
ing youngsters with youngsters 
rather than showing the im- 
provement of the individual 
child. 


Asks for Suggestions 


"What kind of grading system 


would you like to have us use?" 
Principal W i l l i a m Williams 
asked the parents after a show 
of hands favoring a change in 


the erading system. 


"We are required to send a 


record of achievement 
from 


grade school to high school and 
likewise from high school to 
college for each student. I am 
certain that a statement of 
'satisfactory' or 'unsatisfactory' 
would not be acceptable. There 
has to be some reporting meth- 
od and we would be happy to 
listen to any and all of your 
ideas. 


"We have studied the pro- 


posals of educators who say 
don't give grades, don't use 
numerals, don't use letters and 
have tried grading students' 
work as 'satisfactory' or 'unsat- 
isfactory' but it doesn't work 
out." he added. "We are trying 
in elementary to give you a 
report that you can under- 
stand." 


Sectional Grouping 


Heldt was asked what he 


thought of the s e c t i o n a l 
grouping used in junior high 
school. "It's good and its bad 
and I would look for other 


alternatives," he a n s w e r e d . 
"From the teaching standpoint 
it is good, because you have 
boys and girls of the 
same 


learning ability. For the kids 
it's bad, because if they are set 
apart and see themselves as 
dumb, they react." 


The best progress is made 


and the child's interest is great- 
est when parents are interested 
in the child and work with the 
teacher," Heldt said. A grade is 
still the method most commonly 
used to show the child he has to 
work harder, that he's doing all 
right, that he has his reward. 
Some students are motivated to 
learn by earning good grades; 
for some it works, but for the 
majority, it does not. he said. 


Heldt explained his work in 


the Waupaca schools, which is 
done on a referral basis from 
teachers, guidance counselors, 
health aides, nurses and par- 
ents. 


Not All in Trouble 


"I may see a child who has 


learning difficulties, one who is 


making 
inadequate 
nrogress, 


one who is not working up to 
capacitv or one who di^plav 
unusual behavior in class." he 
explained. "However, there is 
the popular misconception that 
all I do is see the child who is 
in trouble. 


"Some parents think that if I 


see their child he immediately 
will go to special education or 
something is wrong with him. 
Some kids are afraid to see me 
because I am 'a head shrinker 
and they are crazy.' This is not 
true. Most of the children I see 
do not have emotional problems 
and I see some very intelligent 
children," he stated. 


The psychologist takes intelli- 


gence, achievement and subjec- 
tive tests to get a picture of the 
child. He talks with him, talks 
with the teacher who has made 
the referral and often with the 
parent to develop a consistent 
approach 
for 
correcting the 


problem. A follow up is made in 
two to three weeks, to see if it 
is working.
